LOS ANGELES I MichaelJackson, 
the sensationally gifted “King of 
Pop” who emerged from childhood 
superstardom to become the enter- 
tainment world’s most influential 
singer and dancer before his life 
and career deteriorated in a freak- 
ish series of scandals, died Thurs- 
day, a person with knowledge of 
the situation told The Associated 
Press. He was 50. 

The person said Jackson died in 
a Los Angeles hospital. The person 
was not authorized to speak pub- 
licly and requested anonymity.

Jackson was not breathing when 
Los Angeles Fire Department 
paramedics responded to a call 
at his Los Angeles home about 
12:30 p.m., Capt. Steve Rudatold 
the Los Angeles Times.

As years went by, he became 
an increasingly freakish figure. 
His skin became lighter and his 
nose narrower. He surrounded 
himself with children at his Nev- 
erland ranch, often wore a germ 
mask while traveling and kept a pet 
chimpanzee named Bubbles as one 
of his closest companions.

School’s in for the Summer 


Calif, district’s error 
in scheduling cuts 
into traditional break 

CHINO HILLS, CALIF. I It’s a kid’s 
worst nightmare — just as the last 
bell has rung for summer break, 
a school district’s error sentenc- 
es students to another six weeks 
in class. 

That’s what happened at two 
Southern California schools, where 
administrators face a $7 million 
penalty from the state after cutting 
a few school days too short. 

Scrambling to comply with 
state law, they began makeup days 


June 15 while their state assembly- 
man hurries to push a bill through 
the Legislature that could spare 
their sabotaged summer vacation 
from a rare technicality. 

The Chino Valley Unified 
School District discovered in April 
that Friday class schedules at Roll- 
ing Ridge Elementary School in 
Chino Hills and Dickson Elemen- 
tary School in Chino were five to 
10 minutes shorter than the state 
legally allows. Legally, those 34 
short days don’t count as school 
days, and the district could lose 
all the $7 million allotted them 
for student attendance. Its solution 
is to spend $200,000 on teachers 


and other costs to keep the kids in 
school for 34 more days. 

The problem is, report cards 
were final on June 7 and atten- 
dance can’t be enforced, so Roll- 
ing Ridge has seen attendance 
plummet. While the school has 
about 280 fourth-, fifth- and 
sixth-graders enrolled, the mid- 
summer sessions average just 40 
to 60 students. 

As school let out Wednesday, 
parents, baby sitters and students 
had mixed reactions about their 
fated summer break. 

“I think we should be having 
fun, not going to school,” said Nelly

High Court: Strip 
Search Was lilegai 


In 8-1 ruling, justices 
say school violated 
rights of teenage girl 

WASHINGTON! The Supreme Court 
ruled Thursday that school offi- 
cials violated an Arizona teenag- 
er’s rights by strip -searching her 
for prescription-strength ibupro- 
fen, declaring that U.S. educators 
cannot force children to remove 
their clothing unless student safe- 
ty is at risk. 

In an 8-1 ruling, the justices 
said that Safford Middle School 
officials violated the Fourth 
Amendment ban on unreasonable 
searches with their treatment of 
Savana Redding, The court ruled 
that the officials could not be held 
financially liable but left it to lower 
courts to decide whether the school 
district could. 

Redding was 13 when the edu- 


cators in rural eastern Arizona 
conducted the search in 2003, 
They were looking for pills — the 
equivalent of two Advils, 

The search of Redding’s back- 
pack and outer clothes was per- 
missible, the court said. But the 
justices said that officials went 
too far when they asked to search 
her underwear, 

A 1985 Supreme Court deci- 
sion that dealt with searching a 
student’s purse had found that 
school officials need only rea- 
sonable suspicions, not probable 
cause. But that ruling also warned 
against a search that was “exces- 
sively intrusive,” 

Redding, now in college, said 
she was pleased with the court’s 
decision, “I’m pretty excited about 
it, because that’s what I want- 
ed,” she said, “I wanted to keep it 
from happening to anybody else,”

Sen. Baucus reports 
progress as Congress 
breaks for vacation 

WASHINGTONIA bipartisan group 
of senators at work on health care 
reported progress Thursday in 
holding the cost of legislation to 
their $1 trillion target, but Repub- 
licans quickly added there was no 
agreement on even the outlines 
of a bill.

ing Medicare patients. 

Aides said the Congressional 
Budget Office had estimated that 
the elements under consideration 
would extend coverage to 97 per-

Baucus’ comments coincided 
with the beginning of a one-week 
congressional vacation and came 
as he and the Obama administra- 
tion sought to demonstrate prog- 
ress on the president’s top domestic 
priority. Despite the gains made 
in lowering costs. Republicans 
made clear that intense negotia- 
tions lie ahead if a bipartisan bill 
is to emerge. 

“We have made no deals, no 
agreements,” said Sen. Olympia 
Snowe of Maine. 

“We have not seen language 
[of legislation] in anyway, shape 
or form,” said Sen. Orrin Hatch 
of Utah. 

Of the five House and Senate 
committees working on health 
care. Finance is the only one that 
appears to have a chance at pro- 
ducing a bipartisan health care bill.

24 years ago by fans of the Hanshin Tigers baseball team after the Tigers won the national championship for the first time. The statue 
was blamed for the team’s slump ever since, but it was declared exorcised of bad luck in a full Shinto rite Thursday. 


BAGHDAD | The bombing of a Bagh- 
dad bus station Thursday pushed 
the death toll from a weeklong 
series of blasts near Shiite targets 
to about 200, calling into question 
Iraq’s ability to provide security as 
U.S. combat troops slowly with- 
draw from cities. 

The wave of attacks is under- 
mining Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki’s declaration of a “great 
victory” in the U.S. pullout from 
urban areas by next Tuesday’s 
deadline. He has declared June 30 
a national holiday. 

Al-Maliki, a Shiite, has pinned 
his re-election hopes largely on 
security gains that have driven vio- 
lence to wartime lows — an issue 
that’s become his stump speech 
in an undeclared campaign for a 
second term. Seven months before 
national elections, he’s told audi- 
ences that he’s quashed major vio- 
lence, dismembered al- Qaeda and 
stamped out Shiite militias. 

Much of his recent rhetoric

has focused on June 30, part of a 
security agreement that calls for 
American forces to leave Iraq by 
the end of 2011. 

Meanwhile, a bombing at a 
bus station in a Shiite neighbor- 


hood in southwest Baghdad on 
Thursday killed at least seven 
people and wounded 31, police 
said. Another three bombs and 
a mortar strike killed two others 
around the capital. Nine Ameri- 


can soldiers were wounded in 
two roadside bombings against 
a convoy in eastern Baghdad, the 
U.S. military said. And a road- 
side bombing killed a man in the 
northern city of Mosul. 

The No. 2 U.S. commander in 
Iraq said the military expected 
violence ahead of the withdrawal 
deadline, but he was optimistic the 
brutal retaliatory sectarian attacks 
of the past would not resume. 

“Nobody said there wasn’t going 
to be violence and tough days,” 
Lt. Gen, Charles Jacoby said.

Iran Reformist Presses On 


Mousavi says he won’t 
give up fight over poll; 
supporters are stifled 

Iranian authorities briefly arrest- 
ed dozens of university professors 
who met with embattled opposi- 
tion leader Mir Hossein Mousavi, 
his Web site said Thursday, but he 
vowed to persevere with his elec- 
tion challenge despite the appar- 
ent attempt to isolate him from 
his supporters. 

The declared winner of the 
June 12 balloting, hard-line Pres- 
ident Mahmoud Ahmadinejad, 
accused President Obama of med- 
dling in Iran’s affairs. 

Obama, along with other West- 
ern leaders, has ratcheted up his 
criticism of Iran’s clampdown on 
postelection protesters in recent 
days, which Tehran has described 
as foreign interference. 

In the latest sign of govern-

ment attempts to silence dissent, 
70 professors were detained late 
Wednesday after meeting with 
Mousavi, who has alleged mas- 
sive fraud in the balloting. They 
were among a group pushing for a 
more liberal form of government, 
and all but four were released, his 
Web site said later. The four still 
in custody included Mousavi’s for- 
mer campaign manager. 


State media reported Thursday 
that in addition to the 17 protesters 
killed in the recent unrest, eight 
members of the pro -government 
Basij militia were killed and doz- 
ens more wounded by weapons 
and knives. The reports could not 
be independently verified.

LONDON I The next train is for 
Heathrow Airport, via Covent 
Garden, Piccadilly Circus — and 
spiritual enlightenment. 

London commuters are being 
offered the words of great think- 
ers including Shakespeare, Gan- 
dhi and Einstein to enliven their 
journeys on the city’s Tube. 

Subway drivers have been given 
a book of profound sayings, which 
they are being encouraged to dis- 
pense over the intercom, subway 
operator Transport for London 
said Thursday. 

The project is the idea of art- 


ist Jeremy Deller, who said he was 
motivated by annoyance at the 
recorded announcements that 
bombard Tube passengers, such as 
“Mind the gap” and “Stand clear 
of the closing doors.” 

His original idea — a day with 
no announcements — was rejected, 
“so I came up with the idea to give 
staff a collection of quotes and the 
idea grew from there,” he said. 

Drivers who agreed to partici- 


pate were given tips on delivery by 
stand-up comedian Arthur Smith. 
The philosophy is being dispensed 
on the Piccadilly Line, one of the 
subway system’s 11 lines.

Court Rejects Politkovskaya Verdict 


MOSCOW I Russia’s Supreme Court 
on Thursday overturned the 
acquittal of three men charged 
with the murder of Anna Politkovs- 
kaya, ajournalist whose reporting 
directly challenged the country’s 
most powerful leaders. 


A Moscow jury acquitted the 
defendants — two Chechen broth- 
ers and a former policeman — in 
Eebruary after a trial that Polit- 
kovskaya’s supporters said was 
undermined by prosecution errors 
and omissions. 


The acquittal was an embar- 
rassment for the Russian govern- 
ment, which has appeared eager 
to fend off charges that journalists 
and Kremlin critics can be mur- 
dered with impunity. 

The prosecutors appealed the ver- 
dict, and the Supreme Court ordered 
a new jury trial, lynn berry (ap)

WASHINGTON | Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke told Con- 
gress Thursday he didn’t pressure 
Bank of America into acquiring 
Merrill Lynch in a deal that cost 
taxpayers $20 billion, 

Bernanke told a House com- 
mittee investigating the matter 
that he did not threaten action 
against Bank of America CEO 
Kenneth Lewis or the bank’s board 
members if they decided to aban- 
don the takeover, 

“I did not tell Bank of Ameri- 
ca’s management that the Federal 
Reserve would take action against 
the board or management” if they 
decided to invoke a clause in the 
acquisition contract in an attempt 


to stop the deal, Bernanke told the 
House Oversight and Government 
Reform Committee, 

Earlier this month, Lewis tes- 
tified that his job was threatened 


after he expressed second thoughts 
about the deal, Lewis said then- 
Treasury Secretary Henry Paulson 
and federal regulators made clear 
that if Bank of America reneged

Financier Is Arraigned 
In Ponzi Scheme Case 


Billionaire pleads not 
guilty to charges he 
swindled investors 

HOUSTON I Texas billionaire R, 
Allen Stanford pleaded not guilty 
Thursday to charges he swindled 
investors out of $7 billion as part 
of a massive investment scam, 
Stanford entered his plea dur- 
ing his arraignment in federal 
court. The financier was indicted 
on charges that his international 
banking empire was really just a 
colossal Ponzi scheme, 

Laura Pendergest-Holt, Gilber- 
to Lopez and Mark Kuhrt — three 
executives with the now- defunct 
Stanford Financial Group who 
were indicted along with their for- 
mer boss — also entered not-guilty 
pleas during the court hearing. 
The arraignment of Stanford 
and the three executives came 



a week after a Houston federal 
grand jury returned a 21-count 
indictment against them, 

Stanford has for months denied 
allegations he defrauded investors. 
He tried to turn himself in to feder- 
al authorities in the months before 
his indictment, but authorities 
couldn’t take him in until charges 
were filed, juan a. lozano (ap)

Governor criticizes 
Sanford’s not taking

RICHMOND, VA. I Virginia’s well- 
traveled governor says leaving 
home without a security detail, as 
South Carolina’s disgraced gover- 
nor did, is unthinkable for a chief 
executive. 

Gov. Tim Kaine has traveled 
extensively the past five months 
as the Democratic National Com- 
mittee chairman. 

He said Thursday on his 
monthly radio show on WRVA in 
Richmond and the Virginia News 
Network that he always has his 
Executive Protection Unit in tow, 
whether it’s state business, or DNC 
or personal travel. 

South Carolina Gov. Mark San- 
ford didn’t have his security detail 
with him last week when he was 


unreachable for several days. His 
staff initially said he had taken 
some time away to recharge after 


a tough legislative session. Later, 
they said he had gone hiking on 
the Appalachian Trial. 


Sanford admitted Wednes- 
day he flew to Argentina to visit 
a woman with whom he has been 
having an affair. 

Kaine says it’s vital to have 
security nearby with ways to 
communicate if he should be 
inaccessible when an emergen- 
cy occurs. 

“Everybody always knows 
where I am,” Kaine said. “I’m an 
Appalachian Trail guy, so every 
spring break that’s what I do ... but 
I always have security with me, 
and the reason they’re there isn’t 
necessarily to protect me from 
a bear. They’re there mostly if I 
have to make a decision so they 
can hand me a [satellite] phone 
and I can make a decision.” 

Kaine said he travels about 
one day a week outside Virginia.

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Rookies Reap New Rewards

An $8,000 tax credit 
for first-time buyers 
pays back those who 
brave the market now 


When Natasha Smith moved from 
Florida to Washington nearly two 
years ago, she dealt with many of 
the adjustments that come with a 
major relocation. But one change 
she wasn’t willing to undertake 
was shelling out thousands of dol- 
lars for rent every year. So Smith, 
25, crashed at her older sister’s 
house in Clinton, Md,, while she 
embarked on a yearlong quest to 
buy a condo. 

Her search came to an end in 
mid-April when she closed on a 
two -bedroom condo in Hyatts- 
ville near the Metro station. And it 
concluded on an unexpected high 
note: The new first-time home 
buyer federal tax credit unveiled in 
February as part of the economic 
recovery act essentially repaid her 
$8,000 in cash, 

“Toward the end of my search, I 
heard about the $8,000 tax credit, 
and that gave me more incentive 
to finally go through with some- 
thing,” says Smith, an advertis- 
ing and sales coordinator for the 
American Resort Development 
Association, “It definitely sped up 
my decision,” 

Smith’s condo is one of a pro- 
jected 160,000 home sales to be 
stimulated by the new tax credit, 
according to the National Associa- 
tion of Home Builders, That num- 
ber includes 101,000 first-time 
buyers eligible for the credit and 
another 59,000 existing homeown- 
ers who will be able to trade up 
because a rookie buyer purchased 
their home, the NAHB said. 

Indeed, government officials 
and real estate experts point to 
first-time home buyers as the 
market’s best hope for a speedy 
rebound. To help prod such home 
sales along, qualified first-timers 
are eligible for a tax credit equal

to 10 percent of the property value 
up to $8,000, 

Smith closed just after April 
15, so she was able to file for an 
extension and claim the tax cred- 
it on her 2008 tax returns. About 
three weeks later, $8,000 had been 
dropped into her bank account. 
She plans to invest the money now 
while stocks are still cheap enough 
to snatch up. 

While the promise of a tax cred- 
it maybe enough to push plenty of 
indecisive buyers to finally sign on 
the dotted line, the U,S, Department 
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Natasha Smith searched for a year before she bought her first condo, in Hyattsville. 


of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment has sweetened the perk even 
more. In late May, HUD announced 
that first-time home buyers could 
request advances on the tax credit 
from Federal Housing Administra- 
tion-approved lenders. 

Now, home buyers needn’t wait 
until tax time rolls around; they 
can access cash right away via 
short-term “bridge” loans bor- 
rowed against the tax credit. Con- 
sider it a vote of confidence folks 
can take straight to the bank. 

“The tax credit is incredible 
for first-time home buyers who 
may not have a lot of cash saved 
for their down payment plus clos- 
ing costs,” says Avi Galanti, a real 
estate partner with Bethesda’s Jane 
Fairweather Team. “That $8,000 
can come in very handy for closing 
costs, which can be about 3 percent 
of your property value.” 

Generally, the tax credit can be 
used for closing costs or an addi- 
tional down payment above the 
minimum 3.5 percent required 
by FHA lenders, though certain 
state housing finance agencies and 
nonprofits offer secondary financ- 
ing that can be used toward the 
3.5 percent down payment. “The 
days of no money down are essen- 
tially over,” says economist Rob- 
ert Dietz, director of tax issues for 
the National Association of Home 
Builders. 


Only first-time home buyers 
qualify for the tax credit, but its 
fine print is more inclusive than 
you might guess. 

“What typically stands out as a 
surprise is how the law defines a 
first-time home buyer,” Dietz says. 
The official characterization is a 
home buyer who has not owned 
a principal residence during the 
three years prior to purchase.

To qualify for the full credit, 
home buyers must earn no more 
than $75,000 annual salary, or 
$150,000 for married couples. A 
portion of the credit is also avail- 
able for applicants who make up 
to $20,000 more than those max- 
imums. They’re also obliged to 
live in the purchased home for at 
least three years, and home buy- 
ers need to settle properties from 
Jan. 1 through Nov. 30, 2009. That 
means first-time buyers who want 
to take advantage of the credit 
should begin their search early, 
since real estate experts say it often 


takes at least a few months to com- 
plete a home purchase. 

Intended to jostle fence-sitters 
into ownership, the tax credit’s 
appeal is a no-brainer for many. 

“It’s literally free money that 
goes in your pocket,” says real 
estate agent Maceo Thomas, of 
Long & Foster on Capitol Hill. 

Unlike the $7,500 credit enact- 
ed in 2008, which was essentially 
a no-interest loan, the $8,000 tax 
credit does not require repa)mient. 
And it’s also a step up from the 
standard $5,000 credit for first- 
time home buyers in the District, 
which was first passed in 1997, 


though restrictions vary between 
the two. District buyers can claim 
only one credit. 

“It’s been an incredible incen- 
tive to get the phone to ring,” says 
Brandon Green, principle broker 
with Brandon Green and Associ- 
ates in Adams Morgan. He says 
many first-time home buyers have 
called him recently because they 
suddenly realize they can actually 
afford the properties they want to 
buy, and the tax credit acts as an 
effective tipping point. 

Experts hope the credit will also 
alleviate the foreclosure-crowded 
glut of homes on the market. 


Newlyweds Josh and Sarah 
Nester recently bought a bank- 
owned rowhouse in the Petworth- 
Columbia Heights vicinity at a 
fraction of its 2007 price. 

“The tax credit was a big part of 
us choosing to buy now,” says Josh 
Nester, 33, who works for NAHB. 
“We could have waited and played 
the market out and seen how low 
rates and home prices would go, 
but the tax credit ends at the end 
of the year. The credit gives us 
the ability to have a good start, 
and allows us to prepare for the 
unexpected expenses that buying 
a house incurs.” katie knorovsky

Skillful bargaining, 
contingencies help 
hesitant home buyers 
make wise decisions 

The life of a first-time condo buyer 
today is not an easy one. A newbie 
could spend weeks, maybe months, 
attending open houses, dealing with 
real estate agents and mortgage 
officers, and piles of paperwork — 
and all while our nation’s financial 
system is in the worst shape since 
the Great Depression. Many new 
buyers are understandably nervous 
about making such a big purchase 
now: “What if I lose myjob?” “What

Responding to these insecuri- 
ties, real estate firms have begun to 
promote new safeguards.

At Home in Another’s Home 


Renters of condos 
find homeowners’ 
perks without the 
major purchase 

Finding rental digs to please both 
halves of a couple almost always poses 
a challenge. Add an 85-pound Rott- 
weiler to the equation, and the hunt 
can get a little, well, hairy. District 
residents Paul Bhorjee and his girl- 
friend, Jennifer Berger, solved their 
conundrum by renting a two-bed- 
room loft-style condo in Northwest 
Washington — with Gretel the pooch 
in tow. “It’s rare to find a building of 
any size that’s pet-friendly,” Bhor- 
jee says. 

The pair are part of what Grant 
Montgomery, vice president of real 
estate research firm Delta Associates, 
colloquially calls a “shadow market.” 
That’s because rental condos are an 
un-trackable portion of the market 
held “in the hands of a thousand dif- 
ferent owners.” If that sounds a little 
Wild West for your sensibilities, rest 
assured: Most condo renters’ living 
experiences align fairly seamlessly 
with that of an apartment building. 

A management company serves 
as liaison for Bhorjee and Berger and 
handles all the details, from rent pay- 
ment to maintenance requests. As a 
result, they’ve never had contact with 
the condo’s owner but reap the benefits 
of the building’s amenities, courtesy 
of the owner-paid condo fees, which 
include an exercise room, in-unit laun- 
dry machines, common lounge areas 
and a rooftop deck with a hot tub. 

“When you’re renting you don’t 
have to pay the condo fees,” explains

Mark Wellborn, editor and co- 
founder of real estate Web site 
UrbanTurf “In this market, there’s 
a lot of opportunity to get a place 
that has great amenities — pool, 
roof deck, fitness center,” 

The perks of condo living often 
extend to individual units, too. 
“Generally speaking, a condo’s 
finishes are of a higher grade,” 
says Tony Drost, treasurer of the 
National Association of Residen- 
tial Property Managers. “Because 
they are sold as real estate, the con- 
struction requirements from one 
unit to another is higher,” 

When deciding between a rent- 
ing a condo versus renting an apart- 
ment, be sure to consider what 
might be negotiable. “Apartment 
communities generally can offer 
better move-in incentives than a 
private condo,” says Ben Rieling, 
operations manager for Nomadic 
Real Estate.

The opposite is true when it 
comes time to renew a lease and 
recalculate rent. Condo tenants 
hold the cards then, often able to 
leverage the value of not having to 
search for a replacement tenant, 
while apartment rent might spike 
10 percent or more. 

Even more than with a tradi- 
tional rental, a condo landlord 
might mean the difference between 
domestic bliss and hell by lease. “In 
a condo, the owner may be man- 
aging the property themselves or 
they may hire an outside property 
manager — in which case there 
may or may not be someone in the 
building to go to with questions,” 
says Robert Sabanosh, real estate 
agent with Coldwell Banker, So, 
if your landlord is lounging in the 
Erench countryside, you might find 
yourself out of luck when mainte- 
nance messes surface. 

Sabanosh suggests treating 
the application process as a two- 
way street. “While the owner or

property manager is interviewing 
you, you should also be interview- 
ing them,” he says. Don’t be afraid 
to ask for the owner’s references, 
too. You also might double-check 
that the owner holds a Basic Busi- 
ness License for the condo, which 
is a city-imposed requirement for 
rentals. Condo boards generally 
vote on their building’s allowable 
ratio of owners to renters (80/20 is 
standard, Rieling says), so a license 
should ensure the condo board 
approved the property’s rental. 

Evan Dean and Wes Johnson 
chose to rent a basic two-bedroom 
Logan Circle condo for many of 
the same reasons anyone picks a 
place. For starters, the rent seemed 
cheaper than similar apartment 
options. Dean admits the condo 
factor has caused him to be extra 
careful. “I try not to hang anything,” 
he says. “You’re thinking, 'This is a 
person’s home.’” But the flexibility 
dealing with the condo’s property 
management company helped con- 
vince the roommates to renew their 
lease recently. 

That one-on-one service often 


appeals to folks fed up with bureau- 
cracy-laden apartment buildings. 
Lina Karaoglanova and linda Shim 
have rented a two-bedroom condo 
in Kalorama for the past two years. 
Before that, the friends lived in a 
large luxury apartment building 
south of Dupont Circle. “We get 
personalized attention. The rela-

tionship with our landlord is much 
more personal and casual,” Kara- 
oglanova says. “Things tend to be 
less official in general. There isn’t 
any paperwork, but we get all the 
same services.” 

The fact that their neighbors 
are mostly owners is a pleas- 
ant perk, adds Shim, “They take 
cleanliness very seriously. People 
are more respectful of the prop- 
erty,” she says. “The residents 
are also older, and that helps us 
avoid the 'college dorm’ atmo- 
sphere of our previous apartment.”

Apartment hunters 
are hungry for green 
perks, energy savings 
and on-site recycling 

Landlords, take note: Green isn’t 
just for homeowners. Renters, too, 
want to be eco-friendly. 

There is growing anecdotal 
evidence that renters consider 
green amenities in their decisions 
to lease or renew leases. But many 
landlords so far have been slow to 
offer them, and what renters can 
do themselves is limited. 

An Apartments.com survey in 
April showed that 60 percent of 
renters said they specifically search 
for environmentally friendly apart- 
ments, and a quarter are willing to

pay more for those amenities. Sev- 
enteen percent said they wouldn’t 
rent a non-green apartment. 

The most sought-after items: 
on-site recycling programs and 
energy-efficient windows. 

But apartment owners have 
been slow to retrofit existing 


apartments, and developers are 
reluctant to build green properties 
mostly because of the cost and per- 
ceived lack of return. Many land- 
lords also find it hard to charge a 
premium for green amenities. 

“[Apartments] were the last 
major sector in the real estate 
world to adopt a major green strat- 
egy.

A survey of UDR’s residents 
last year persuaded the company 
to start a green program. Out of 
3,000 respondents, 80 percent 
said living in a community that’s 
reducing its environmental foot- 
print was important to them. 
Almost seven of 10 said they’re 
more likely to renew their lease, 
and almost two-thirds said they 
would recommend their green 
community to a friend. 

They weren’t just being environ- 
mentally charitable, either; these 
renters are also financially savvy. 
More than 90 percent recognized 
energy-efficient lighting and appli- 
ances will save them money. 

“They get it,” Walker says. 

At its existing properties, UDR 
is putting in programmable ther- 
mostats and timed motion detec- 
tors for the lights in the common 
areas. The company is using 
light- emitting diode, or LED, 
bulbs for parking lots and out- 


door lighting. 

Beginning in January, UDR 
plans to replace all bulbs in indi- 
vidual units with compact fluo- 
rescent bulbs, or CFLs. That will 
total 1.2 million lightbulbs.

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Clare also says water subme- 
tering tends to reduce water usage 
between 20 percent and 25 per- 
cent, since renters are paying for 
their own, “They’re more likely to 
report leaks,” she says. 

Even if their landlords aren’t 
proactive, renters can be green 
on their own, although their reach 
is restricted. To compensate for 
drafty windows, buy blackout cur- 
tains for about $50 to help keep 
heat in during the winter. They can 
save up to 25 percent on heating 
bills. Seal around light fixtures, 
windows and outlets with caulk 
to keep air from leaking out. 

Follow Dad’s advice to save on 
electricity: Turn off lights when 
you leave the room. Plug electron- 
ics such as DVDs, TVs, stereos, 
computers and cell phone chargers 
into power strips and turn them 
off when the appliances aren’t in 
use. Cutting out phantom energy 
can reduce a home’s energy bill by 
40 percent. 

Invest in energy-efficient light- 


bulbs, nontoxic paints and earth- 
friendly cleaning products. Keep 
your refrigerator running at peak 
performance by vacuuming its 
condenser coils, which are usually 
found at the back of the refrigera- 
tor or behind the front grill. 

Composting, eschewing bottled 
water and bu)dng reusable grocery 
bags are green things any apart- 
ment dweller can do. Save water 
by getting your landlord to repair 
leaky faucets quickly, and only run 
the dishwasher when it’s full. 

If you don’t have central air 
conditioning, buy an Energy Star 
window unit. And instead of an air 
purifier, buy one plant for every 10 
square feet. Florist’s mum, Gerbera 
daisies, English ivy and bamboo 
palms all are good purifiers. 

Don’t forget to pester your 
landlord or property manager 
for green amenities. If you dem- 
onstrate enough residents want a 
recycling program or better win- 
dows, your landlord may listen,

SHOP AROUND: 

The Federal Housing Administration 
can help you get a loan with just a 
3.5 percent down payment, com- 
pared to the 10 percenter higher usu- 
ally required by lenders.

QUICK AND DIRTY?

up issues that they don’t want to 
tackle — even a broken garbage 
disposal is enough for someone 
to walk away. 

But even when there aren’t 
major problems, buyers can change 
their minds without penalty. “What 
a lot of agents don’t realize is there’s 
a clause in the home inspection 
that gives a buyer an out for any 
reason,” Wethman says. She likes 
to structure her buyers’ contracts 
to give them a little more wiggle 
room, changing the typical three- 
day window to a week or more, if 
the seller is amenable to it. 

Two of Wethman’s clients 


recently took advantage of one of 
her extra-flexible, buyer-friend- 
ly contracts. First-time buyers 
Adam Calabrese and Valerie Jones 
put an offer on a three-bedroom 
townhouse in Del Ray, which was 
accepted in March. Two days later, 
Calabrese got a call offering him 
an interview for his dream job — 
but it would have involved a relo- 
cation. So the new buyers faced a 
dilemma: Forget about the career 
move and buy the house, or give 
up on the house for just the pos- 
sibility of the job? 

Calabrese, 28, a consultant, 
and Jones, 29, a library aide, didn’t 


know what to do. “I had [asked 
Wethman] if she could buy us more 
time so I could be able to get out of 
the contract,” Calabrese said. “She 
worked it so we waited until the 
very last day to submit the inspec- 
tion report, and she loaded the 
inspection report with pretty much 
everything that was wrong, being 
pretty sure that [the seller] would 
counter, which would then buy us 
three more days.” Calabrese was 
able to go to his interview knowing 
that, if needed, the couple could 
walk away from the deal without 
consequence.

Appraisal Contingency 

Simply put, the appraisal contin- 
gency means that if the property 
isn’t worth about as much as you’re 


paying for it, you can renegotiate 
without breaking the contract. 
Smart agents try to write these 
contingencies into contracts, but 
there are certain times when this 
doesn’t work. 

Developers selling whole condo 


buildings are much less willing to 
negotiate with individual sellers. 
They have standardized contracts 
they don’t like to budge from, says 
Taylor Connolly, a lead real estate 
agent at Redfin, which sells homes 
in D.C. and Maryland.

Financing Contingency 

Still, in this economy, first-time 
buyers may find there’s some wig- 
gle room for financing, even when 
dealing with developers. 

The financing contingency 
essentially means that if you can’t 
get a mortgage, you maybe able to 
back out of your contract. Connolly 
says, though, that he’s been able to 
negotiate a larger window for buy- 
ers to try to get a mortgage — 60 or 
90 days rather than the standard 
30 — because of the extraordinary 
market circumstances. 

Once, he had a buyer who was 
still stuck looking for a mortgage a 
month past the closing date. “[The 
buyer] had to start over with a 
whole new lender. The developer 
was pretty much, 'Hey, do what 
you have to do. As long as you’re at 
least tr)dng to get a loan, we’re fine 
with it.’ Ayear ago, they would have 
taken your money and told you to 
try again later,” Connolly says. 

Other Loopholes 

The lawyers at New York-based 
No-Condo. com think they’ve 
struck gold. They’ve been using 
condo developers’ failure to file 
papers under the Interstate Land 
Sales Full Disclosure Act as a basis 
for rescinding a buyer’s contract. 

It sounds like legalese, and it is; 
the ILSFDA is a law meant to pre- 
vent speculators from selling unin- 
habitable plots of land. Interpreted 
in a different way, the law could 
also apply to developers’ building 


condo complexes with more than 
99 units. The No-Condo lawyers 
say they can use a developer’s fail- 
ure to comply with this act as a way 
to get buyers out of contracts they 
don’t want to be in, 

Brian West, of the West Law 
Group in Tysons Corner, repre- 
sents No-Condo.com in Washing- 
ton. “The key is, 'Did you register 
[with the department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development] or 
not? If you didn’t, your clients get

to rescind.” No- Condo is working 
with a few clients in New York — 
none of whom have succeeded in 
breaking their contracts — but 
none yet in D.C. 

What Could Go Wrong? 

If you back out of a contract with- 
out using one of these contin- 
gencies, kiss your earnest money 
goodbye. 

But even if you can take the 
financial hit, you may want to think 
twice before ditching a deal: While 
breach of contract won’t ding your 
credit report or make it harder for 
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you to buy a condo in the future, the 
seller has the right to sue. 

Connolly says he’s heard of cases 
in which sellers sued defaulted buy- 
ers for the losses incurred by not 
being able to market their prop- 
erty to anyone else. If the condo 
loses value between the time of 
the initial earnest money payment 
and the buyers’ backing out, sell- 
ers can win the difference between 
the previous asking price and the 
current value. 

Home, Sweet Home 

After their initial hesitation to sign 
a contract due to a potential new 
job, first-time buyers Calabrese 
and Jones decided to buy the Del 
Ray townhouse after all (Calabrese 
had decided not to take that out- 
of-town job). But they had another 
scare the evening before they were

supposed to close: Their mortgage 
broker (a family member) hadn’t 
come through, so they wouldn’t 
have the money in time. 

“We were technically in default,” 
Calabrese says. The seller could have 
taken the couple’s earnest money 
and cancelled the contract. 

“We were homeless,” says Jones, 
who needed to move out of her 
Arlington apartment only an hour 
after learning about the problem. 

Over the weekend, while the 
issue still hadn’t been resolved, the 


couple slept in Jones’ parents’ RV — 
they’d driven down to help the two 
move — with their cars full of “ran- 
dom things, things you can’t give 
the movers,” such as birth certifi- 
cates and valuable jewelry. Movers 
stored the couple’s boxes. 

Finally, on a Monday — after 
essentially restarting the entire 
mortgage application process and 
sending W2s and bank statements 
to a new broker — Calabrese and 
Jones obtained their loan, signed 
all the paperwork and officially 
became homeowners. 

“We had no furniture [yet], but 
we were determined to sleep in the 
house that night,” says Jones. 

“On an air mattress with noth- 
ing but the things we brought 
[in our cars],” adds Calabrese: 
“Lamps, jewelry and paperwork.”

A home-buying guru 
breaks down some 
basics of shopping

Nobody likes to be called a dummy. 
But the authors of “Home Buying 
for Dummies” would proba- 
bly be the first to tell you 
it’s better to admit when 
you’re a little clueless :

When people talk about the dif- 
ficulty, they’re referring to the 
financing end of it. If you don’t 
have a high credit score and you 
don’t have enough money saved for 
a down payment, you are going to 
have a tougher time finding afford- 
able financing. 

But people need to keep in per- 
spective that despite the fact that 
real estate in most parts of coun- 
try has declined in value by a fair 
amount, real estate is still a good 
long-term investment — that has 
not changed. Because prices have 
come down and interest rates are 
so low, housing is the most afford- 
able it’s been in a long time.

How does a novice know what 
price range to shop within? 

Historically, people have relied on 
mortgage people and real estate peo- 
ple to decide that for them. That’s a 
mistake. We say in the book: Mort- 
gage lenders and real estate agents 
can’t tell you how much you can 
afford to borrow. They can only 
tell you the maximum. You’ve got 
to look at where you’re spending 
your money and how much you’re 
spending, and then how much that’s 
going to change. 

[You should say:] “Given my 
financial goals, how much should 
I be saving?” Maybe you’re trying 
to save for your kids’ college [edu- 
cation], You’ve got to look at that 


whole picture before you decide 
how much you can afford to spend 
on a home. 

The reason [lenders] don’t [con- 
sider those other financial obliga- 
tions] is that they’ll ask you, “How 
much money are you earning?” 
And then they’ll tell you, “You can 
afford to buy a $300,000 house.” 
But what they’re really telling you 
is, based on their lending criteria, 
that’s the maximum amount you 
can borrow. 

That seems like a potential pitfall 
for a lot of buyers. 

It’s common sense, but many peo- 
ple who are involved in real estate 
transactions have a vested interest 
[in your purchase]. 

What are the most important 
steps a first-timer should take 
before putting in a serious offer 
on a home? 

Get your finances in order. We 
talk a lot in the book about get- 
ting pre-approved. Find a mort- 
gage lender and have them pre- 
approve you to borrow a certain 
amount of money before you put 
in an offer. That will strengthen 
your position as a buyer because 
it will show the seller that you’re 
serious and qualified. 

You also want to do your home- 
work and find good professionals 
to work with. 

What’s involved in finding a good 
real estate agent? 

Some of it comes down to chem- 
istry: You’re comfortable with the 
[real estate agent] and they’re com- 
fortable with what they’re telling 
you. Find out whether or not this 
person is an agent on a full-time 
or part-time basis. What is their

experience or track record? When 
you’re interviewing an agent, find 
out the transactions they’ve been 
involved in. 

Ideally, you’d like to find an 


agent who has worked with a lot 
of people in similar situations to 
yours. If you’re looking for a [mid- 
range] townhouse in a middle-in- 
come community, you probably 
aren’t going to get good service 
from an agent who is used to sell- 
ing million-dollar homes in a high- 
income community. 

What are some common mistakes 
first-time buyers often encoun- 
ter, and how can they avoid them?

Team aims to protect

NATIONALS I John Lannan did 
not have his best stuff. Everyone 
knew it. 

He was falling behind in the 
count, his pitches were lingering 
high in the hitting zone and, as a 
crutch, he was relying on his chan- 
geup far more than he is typically 
apt to do. But Lannan never gave 
in and as he climbed the mound 
in the seventh inning Tuesday to 
face the dangerous Boston Red Sox 
lineup, the game was tied 3-3. Still 
in manager Manny Acta’s mind, 
there was cause for concern. 

“My pitch count was above 
100,” Lannan said. “I was grate- 
ful that he let me go out there for 
the seventh.” 

The 100-pitch mark has increas- 


ingly in recent years been viewed as 
the beginning of the end, the point 
at which either performance will 
begin to decline or the welfare of a 


prized pitching arm is at risk. 

The starting rotation at the 
moment is made up of four rook- 
ies — Shairon Martis, Jordan 


Zimmermann, Ross Detwiler and 
Craig Stammen — and Lannan, in 
his second full big-league season. 
Organizations are more inclined 
to handle young pitchers with care, 
and the Nationals not only moni- 
tor pitch counts; they have placed 
caps on total innings pitched for 
the season.

Get Fresh: “Find someone who works 
in the floral departmentof your grocery 
or discount store and ask which day of the week 
they gettheirnewshipments, then buyyourflow- 
ers that day or the next,’’ says Sarah von Pollaro 
of Urban Petals. Forthe best value, buy season- 
ally. Right now, that means hydrangeas, phlox, 
lilies and yarrow, says Meuse Melvin. 


Go Wild: Tropical plants such as 
striped crotons can be an inexpensive 
source of colorful accents. “Cut some of the 
leaves off for use in your arrangement, then 
keep the plant in a window and watch it regrow,’’ 
von Pollaro says. 

Veg Out: Before farmers market fare 
becomes dinner, usegoodiesto perk up 
arrangements — submerged in a vase or skew- 
ered into the bouquet. “Lemons, kumquats or 
Japanese eggplant can turn an ordinary arrange- 
ment into a showpiece,’’ von Pollaro says. 

Redistribute the Wealth: To get the 

most pop from petals, gently hack apart 
stems overloaded with blossoms. “Mums, for 
example, have many blooms on one stalk,’’ von 
Pollaro says. “They work better in a centerpiece 
when each smaller stem is separated.’’ 

Stem Cell Savvy: “The bestthingyou 
can doforyourflowers isto recut stems 
and change the water in the vase,’’ von Pollaro 
says, whether that’s every day or, er, when you 
remember. While you’re at it, trim leaves off the 
stems so posies get more H20; or, at the very 
least, get rid of foliage below the water line, 
which rots and breeds bacteria.

cancer, was at her side, along 
with close friend Alana Stewart, 
Bloch said. 

“After a long and brave battle 
with cancer, our beloved Farrah has 
passed away,” O’Neal said. 'Although 
this is an extremely difficult time 
for her family and friends, we take 
comfort in the beautiful times that 
we shared with Farrah over the 
years and the knowledge that her 
life brought joy to so many.” 

She burst on the scene in 1976 
as one-third of the crime-fighting 
trio in TV’s “Charlie’s Angels.” A 
poster of her in a clingy swimsuit 
sold in the millions.

She had been diagnosed with 
cancer in 2006. As she underwent 
treatment, she enlisted the help of 
O’Neal, who was the father of her 
now 24 -year- old son, Redmond. 

This month, O’Neal said he 
asked Fawcett to marry him and 
she agreed. They would wed “as 


soon as she can say yes,” he said. 

Her struggle with painful treat- 
ments and dispiriting setbacks was 
recorded in the television documen- 
tary “Farrah’s Story,” Fawcett sought 
cures in Germany as well as the 
United States, battling the disease 
with iron determination, NBC esti- 
mated the May 15 broadcast drew 
nearly 9 million viewers. 

“Her big message to peo- 
ple is don’t give up; no matter 
what they say to you, keep fight- 
ing,” her friend Stewart said.

‘My Sister’ Is a Keeper 


A sob-inducing taie of 
sacrifice and famiiy 
is toid with an artsy, 
thoughtfui touch 

FiLM I My Sister’s Keeper” is a 
shameless weepy, one of the most 
manipulative and fundamental of 
genres, but it also raises some sur- 
prisingly difficult and thought-pro- 
voking ethical questions. 

Based on the Jodi Picoult best- 
seller, the drama focuses on the 
Fitzgerald family and the drastic 
decision they made in medically 
engineering a child (Abigail Breslin) 
as a perfect genetic match to help 
save the life of their older daughter, 
Kate (Sofia Vassilieva), who has 
leukemia. Ordinarily, this sort of 
material would seem better suited 
for television, but there’s an artful- 


ness to the storytelling that makes 
it work on the big screen. 

For years, little Anna provid- 
ed blood, bone marrow, whatever 
Kate needed. She did it because she 
loved her sister, and because it’s all 
she ever knew. Now at 11, with Kate 
needing a kidney, Anna says no for 
the first time — and beyond that, 
she files a lawsuit seeking medical 
emancipation from her parents to 
keep them from making further 
decisions about her body. (Alec 
Baldwin provides a few welcome 
flashes of comic relief as the dryly 
arrogant lawyer she chooses from 
his TV commercials.) 

Director Nick Cassavetes trac- 
es this conflict through flash- 
backs from various characters’ 
perspectives: bulldog matriarch 
Sara (Cameron Diaz), whose pri- 
ority is preserving Kate’s life at

all costs; father Brian (Jason Pat- 
ric), who’s patient and supportive 
no matter what; only son Jesse

them all explaining the obvious: 
that they’re a dysfunctional fam-

ily, but they still manage to stick 
by each other. 

Cassavetes tugs at the heart- 
strings, providing opportunities 
to yank out the hankies early and 
often. But he also wisely refrains 
from demonizing any of these 
characters for their choices and 
lets us draw our own conclusions.

Rock bands convene 
to play great music 
and share the love at 
Insubordination Fest 

CONCERTSI The name shouts anar- 
chy, but Insubordination Fest is 
more like a punk-rock cuddle. The 
brainchild of the Insubordination 
Records label in Columbia, Md., 
the two-day event is a first-class 
showcase for the thriving pop-punk 
underground. 

“And there’s a lot of great 
melodic hardcore bands playing, 
too,” said label and festival co- 
founder Christopher Thacker, “We 
just try to find bands that write 
catchy, hook-driven songs.” 

That includes everything from 
goofy ’80s punkers Dead Milkmen 
to the 15-year-old pop-punk group 
Dillinger Four as headliners, along 
with Toys That Kill, Pansy Divi- 
sion, Teen Idols, Squirtgun, Copy- 
rights and about 50 more bands 
including the recently reformed 
Boris the Sprinkler and Abducted. 
Also on the bill are Insubordina- 
tion Records bands Be My Doppel- 
ganger, Le Volume Etait an Max- 


imum, the Adorkables, Beatnik 
Termites and the Cretins. 

“We put bands on that we hope 
enough people in the area would 
want to see, but trying to draw 
in mainstream interest isn’t real- 
ly your goal,” Thacker said. “We 
would like to bring more people in, 
but it really depends on the bands. 
We’re huge dead Milkmen fans, 
and they have a broad audience. 
I’d like to see them help us bring 
in more people who might have 
missed out on these great [young- 
er] bands. Some of them are pretty 
special; they may not have tons of 
fans, but the fans they do have are 
absolutely die-hard.” 

What Thacker is saying can be 
summed up by an old Dismember- 
ment Plan lyric: “You are invited 
for all time.” 

“We started doing the festival 
on the 10th anniversary of our 
label, which we’ve been running 
since 1996,” Thacker said. “It’s fun 
bringing all these bands together, 
and everybody knows each other 
in some way. ... Everybody works 
with each other ... it’s really neat 
to watch people who show up 
and interact. What better way to 
have a show? That’s the point of 
music — to bring people together.”

ANGELS & DEMONS (PG-13, 138 min- 
utes) Praying for another $750 million 
absolution at the global box office, the 
fairly unholy trinity of Tom Hanks, director 
Ron Howard and “Da Vinci Code” author 
Dan Brown reteam on Brown’s earlier 
novel and manage to be more obscure 
than a Latin Mass. As Robert Langdon, 
Hanks is recruited by a mysterious emis- 
sary of a mysterious biotech firm to help 
explain the mysterious death of a scientist 
whose chest was branded with the word 
“Illuminati,” an ancient league of science- 
minded elites. What the killer was after 
was antimatter, which the killer promises 
will be used to level St. Peter’s Basilica.

AWAY WE GO (R, 98 minutes) As the movie 
opens, Burt (John Krasinski) and Verona

they discover that the expectant grand- 


parents plan to move to Europe before the 
baby is born.

THE HANGOVER (R, 99 minutes) Two days 
before his wedding, Doug (Justin Bartha) 
and three guy friends (Bradley Cooper, Ed 
Helms, Zach Galifianakis) decide to enjoy 
one last hurrah in Las Vegas before Doug 
ties the knot. But almost as soon as they 
embark into that good night, all becomes 
oblivion. They don’t remember a thing. 
Who was the stripper leaving their hotel 
room early in the morning? How did that 
tiger end up in their bathroom? And what 
the heck happened to their missing friend 
Doug? They are lost in a guy-centric uni- 
verse of their own creation, where there 
are, essentially, two kinds of women: the 
humorless partners to whom they are 
betrothed and strippers with hearts of 
gold. And their only way out of this night- 
mare is to return from the proverbial fire 
back to the frying pan: the noble institu- 
tion of marriage. That’s what you call a 
real punch line, (dt) 

IMAGINE THAT (PG, 107 minutes) The film, 
in which Eddie Murphy plays a careerist 
investment banker redeemed by father- 
hood and fantasy, is a redemptive act for 
Murphy. Little Yara Shahidi is beautiful 
and natural as Murphy’s daughter, Olivia; 
Thomas Haden Church is inspired as an 
inspired character, Johnny Whitefeather, 
a faux mystic who parlays Native American 
spirituality into snake-oil salesmanship. As 
he struggles to maintain clients, Murphy’s 
Evan Danielson discovers a quick path to 
happiness: In his daughter’s fantasy world 
there are princesses who can make win- 
ning stock predictions. Audiences will 
make do with a movie that takes a major 
step toward reasserting Murphy’s place 
as the comic heir not just to Richard Pryor, 
but to Groucho Marx. The return of Eddie 
Murphy? Imagine that, (ja) 

LAND OF THE LOST (PG-13, 93 minutes) 
Will Ferrell’s Rick Marshall, a crackpot 
scientist in a career slump, is transport- 
ed through time-space with a comely 
assistant (Anna Friel) and an unwitting 
dillweed (Danny McBride) to a parallel 
dimension. Behold the Land of the Lost: 
part jungle, part desert, part Six Flags— a 
junkyard strewn with pop culture’s detri- 
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tus, inhabited by dinosaurs, zombie-like 
lizard men (the Sleestaks) and, of course, 
the furry Pakune known as Chaka (Jorma 
Taccone), who deservedly gets more laughs 
than Ferrell. It seems everyone gets more 
laughs than Ferrell here, including “Today” 
host Matt Lauer, who makes a delightful 
cameo. And while not completely terrible, 
the film’s more laugh-worthy bits have 
already been seen in endless ads for the 
movie, hank stuever 
MY LIFE IN RUINS (PG-13, 98 minutes) In 
fashioning a comeback for Nia Vardalos, 
writer Mike Reiss has cribbed much from 
her “My Big Fat Greek Wedding” play- 
book. A classical history professor left 
high and dry by Athens University cut- 
backs, Vardalos’ Georgia finds herself 
scraping together a living in Greece as a 
guide for a tour operation. In an effort to 
get Georgia to quit, her boss saddles her 
with an unventilated bus and a global army 
of tourists recruited from the seventh cir- 
cle of hell. Georgia has two white knights 
lurking in plain sight: her sullen bus driver, 
Poupi (Alexis Georgoulis) and Irv (Richard 
Dreyfuss), a garrulous American tourist 
with a big heart. The script owes much 
to bottom-tier National Lampoon vaca- 
tion movies, assuming as it does that all 
group tourists are either crooks, pigs or 
idiots and that the audience for comedy 
can never tire of the scatological and the 
homophobic jest, jan stuart 
NIGHT AT THE MUSEUM: BATTLE OF 
THE SMITHSONIAN (PG, 105 minutes) 
The Smithsonian Institution gives a fan- 
tastic performance in Ben Stiller’s new 
family comedy; the museum sparkles, 
but the movie is awfully dull. Last seen 
wowing his son by handling the late-night 
shenanigans at the Museum of Natural 
History, onetime night guard Larry Daley 
(Stiller) is now a CEO. On one of his visits 
back to the museum, he learns that most 
of his moonlight pals — Dexter the capu- 
chin and belligerent tiny cowboy Jedediah 
(Owen Wilson) among them — are being 
shipped to Washington. Stiller underplays 
a little too much. Coming off much bet- 
ter is Amy Adams, who plays irrepress- 
ible Amelia Earhart.

THE PROPOSAL (PG-13, 104 minutes) A 
tightly wound dominatrix of a boss (Sandra 
Bullock), dressed in cinch-waisted suits 
and Louboutin peep-toes that could put 
an eye out at 50 paces, dragoons her long- 
suffering male secretary (Ryan Reynolds) 
into marrying her so her U.S. visa won’t 


expire (she’s Canadian). It’s as predict- 
able and comforting as a Happy Meal, but 
it must be said that the film manages to 
elicit some genuinely amusing moments, 
especially when it comes to physical com- 
edy. Reynolds and Bullock don’t generate 
much chemistry, but both can be thanked 
for bringing restraint to otherwise thank- 
less roles; tireless trouper Betty White is 
underused as Reynolds’ kittenish grand- 
mother. Otherwise, it’s cute, generic and 
instantly forgettable, (ah) 

STAR TREK (PG-13, 127 minutes) Let us 
pray. Lord of “Star Trek” and all its spin- 
offs, we thank thee for a movie that, against 
all odds, has miraculously resurrected a 
wheezing but beloved franchise. We thank

thee for an origin story that, unlike such 
recent downers featuring the Incredible 
Hulk and Wolverine, pays affectionate 
respect to its source material but never falls 
into the trap of slavish worship.

We thank thee for 
a setup that pits James T Kirk (Chris Pine) 
and Spock against each other, giving the 
film its fraternal rivalry. But most of all, we 
thank thee for director J.J. Abrams, who 
proves such an able steward of this narra- 
tive and these characters. We thank thee 
for imbuing Abrams with taste and con- 
science enough to guarantee that the fran- 
chise will once again live long and prosper.

GIFTED I ’’Hung” (10 p.m., HBO, 
Sun.) is a story about Ray Drecker 
(Thomas Jane), a down-on-his-luck 
high school basketball coach who 
turns to male prostitution to make 
ends meet. Sounds snarky, right? 

Wrong. “Hung” uses its rather 
outrageous setup to drag viewers 
into a nuanced drama about mid- 
dle-class decline and middle-aged 
disappointment. 

The prostitution angle also 
allows “Hung” to approach an 
American tragedy as sexual farce. 
Located in the outskirts of a crum- 
bling Detroit, Drecker fears that 
his city, the economy and the coun- 
try have gone to the dogs in his life- 
time.
